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CAPTURE AND ESCAPE OF James L. and Dr. Jesse M, Stewart 
Company C., Forty-First, Tennessee, C.S.A., written by their 
brother 0.

NOTE: This is @ small book and impossible to copy a11 of it in 
this publication, but as it describes so clearly the times 
and happenings of a Lincoln County company during the Civil 
War, I did want to include parts of it. jww 


On the tenth of February; 1862, wa seen a boat gliding with 
almost incredible speed down the Cumberland River, The Federals 
had attacked Fort Donelson, and reinforcements were needed as 
soon as possible. It was crowded to its utmost capacity with Con- 
federate soldiers, who but a few weeks previous had left their 
parental roof or devoted families for the first time in life to 
defend Southern rights. The kind advice, the last request and the 
"God bless you" which they received from devoted parents held the 
first place in all noble hearts. The weeping of these loved ones 
they had left behind had scarcely ceased to sound in their ears. 
The scene at the parting hour was as fresh in their memory as on 
the day they left the haunts of their childhood. They had always 
considered war to belong to other days and to foreign nations but 
now it had become a sad reality. Were it not for the various 
dispositions of men it would have been surprising to see the dif-_ 
ferent expressions of their countenances as they drew nearer and 
nearer their destination, Some seemed to be jovial and were ex- 
changing witty remarks spontaneously, while others would look on 
rather reprovingly in silence, 

On the prow of the boat two young men were seen a little above 
those around them in stature, They stood close to the railing, 
arm in arm, gazing vacantly on the various objects as they 
Quickly appeared and disappeared, They were brothers. The tears 
and caresses, the hopes and desires of their dear mother, who had 
fondled and petted them since they could remember were no doubt 
passing as a panorama before their minds. The report of the 
cannon could be heard distinctly in the distance. The continuous 
roar grew louder and louder as they neared the fort, but the 
young men seemed to heed it not until a shell burst high in the air 
over them, "What was that?" exclaimed Jim Stewart to his brother, 
Jessee, as he pointed in the direction of the explosion, while both 
bent forward over the railing. At the same moment a bend in the 
river brought the boat in range with the enemy's cannon, The 
balls ploughed up the rolling waves about the boat, while shells 
exploded in the air, but fortunately it was not struck, Having 
landed near the fort, its cargo of men was double-quicked up the 
river bank, while the balls of the enemy showered down like hail. 
The inexperienced Yankees shot over their mark, pealing the bark 
off the trees above their heads, In consequence of which but few 
lives were lost in the charge. 

The battle had been in progress five days; supplies were cut 
off and the garrison could get nothing to eat except what they 
captured from the enemy, The weather was extremely cold, and 
the difference betwsen peace and war was beginning to be fully 


& 
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realized. The extremity to which they were reduced required an 
extra exertion, On the evening of the 14th of February the struggle 
apated, and everything became comparatively quiet, The enemy, not 
looking for an attack made preparations for a good night's rest. 
faking advantage of this the Confederate forces were rallied just 
“pefore day on the following morning, and falling in on the unsus- 
pecting Yankees drove them back in confusion about four miles, 
many of them leaving their tents in their night clothes and fright- 
ened half out of their wits. The Confederates halted and returned 
over the same route to the fort, which they reached just in time- 
to oppose an attack which was being made on the opposite side. 
The engagement raged furiously for ten long hours, nor did it 
abate until the evening sun had sunk from the bloody scene be- 
hind the western hill. 

"T can't stand this fatigue much longer Jim," said Jesse, 
as they lay side by side in the ditch, loading and shooting all 
the while. Neither of them had slept during the battle, and had 
received but very little food, As the twilight deepened into dark- 
ness there came a drifting snow storm, "Jesse," said Jim, in a low 
tone, "it is dark now and things are comparatively quiet, let's get 
cout of this ditch and try to sleep." So the two brothers crept 
quietly from the ditch, where the mangled bodies of many of their 
comrades lay, and where dying groans rent the air, Having gone 
put a short distance they spread a blanket on the frozen and 
showy ground, and spreading another over them they lay down side 
by side to rest. Their eyes were heavy and they were soon sound 
asleep, The snow drifted down upon the humble couch, put this did 
not disturb the sweetness of their sleep. The morning sun seemed. 
to dispel the storm, but the sleepers did not awake till the sun 
shone with dazzling brightness on the new fallen snow. The fort 
had surrendered during the night, and the flags of truce, quiver~ 
ing in the wintry air, told them that they with their comrades, 
-were prisoners of war. These young men arose from their snowy 
‘ped with that surprise and sadness which none can feel save those 
who are unexpectedly taken from that freedom which is so much 
loved and placed in the hands of the enemy as prisoners. . 

"What will become of us?" asked Jim, as they both gazed on 
the desolate scene before them with a dread of the unknown future. 
tWe must make the best of it we can," replied Jesse, "At all events 
we must attempt to secure our revolvers, for we may have need of 
them," returned the other thoughtfully. In the excitement and 
bustle of the hour they sat down together, Jesse took a needle 
from his vest and sewed his revolver in the folds of his blanket; 
while Jim, equally thoughtful, drew a string from his pocket and 
suspended his from his neck back petween his shoulders. The Con- 
federates having stacked arms, were ordered into line to be 
searched for arms, There stood the two brothers, Jesse was searched 
first, and having his blanket suspended on his arm, his pistol wes 
not found, It was Jim's turn next, and being up to the emergency 
he had made preparation for it, He had long hair and not having 
combed it or washed his face. during the engagement, he bushed it 
to advantage, shat made him appear near idiotic, There he stood 
with . large knife made. of a. cross-cut saw file, dangling to a belt 
which was conspicuously buckled over all his clothing. To complete 
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the trick he had so successfully begun, he would shy and dodge when 
a Yankee would come near him, as if he was half frightened to death. 
They jerked the belt.and knife off of him as he stood trembling in 
every limb, When they assured him they would not hurt him, he 
gazed on them with bleached eyes, while the slobbers flowed volubly 
over his matted beard. "That fool has no arms," said one of the 
Yankees as they passed on to the next, whom they robbed of even 
their pocker-knives. 

A poat was prepared and the prisoners were ushered into it 
very much like a drove of swine in the hands of cruel drivers. But 
a week before they had sailed down the same river in high hopes of 
doing service for the Southern cause, A great change had taken 
place, Despondency had superseded hope, and on every countenance 
was depicted the reflections of a sad heart. 

In the back part of the boat might have been seen the heroes 
of our narrative, Jesse was lying on the floor with his head in 
_dimts lap, who used the floor as a seat. The exitement and fatigue 
of the battle quite overcame them and Jesse had suddenly become 
very ill, nor was he alone, for many lay suffering here and there 
throughout the boat, The day was long and tedious as they slowly 
moved down the zig-zag river; the silence was only broken by the 
stern commands of the Yankee guard. In the dusk of the evening 
we reached Cairo, A boat tied near the landing was rocking back and 
forth in the winter wind, a signal to stop was given and the boat 
was steered to the side of the one at rest. The stern command, 
"Remove @11 the sick from the boat," was distinctly heard, The 
brothers held the same position in the rear of the boat, and hearing 
these words, Jesse nestled closer to his brother and whispered: 
"Jim, they are going to separate us and I will die here," "No, 
Jesse,: answered the other, "we will go together." So saying he 
placed a blanket under his brother's head and stretched himself 
languidly on the floor, The persons who carried out the sick took 
the brothas together into the other be&t, which was used as 4 
hospital, and the boat that bore them there was off with their com- 
rades; the boat into which they were taken was filled with sufferers 
who had always received the kindest attention at home, even for 
the slightest affliction. Here no mother's care, no sister's 
fondness alleviated their suffering. The guards cursed them and 
told them that they were only pretending. The only attention they 
received was a visit by a physician once a day. Those who partook 
of his remedies most freely were the ones who never recovered, 
Jesse, observing this, requested his brother to empty their por- 
tion into the river. Two long weeks were spent in this horrid boat; 
every day witnessed scenes of cruelty and death that would shock our 
readers and arouse the sympathy of the most hardened; the boat 
was taken to St, Louis, and some of its inmates having partially 
recovered were commanded to walk from the landing to the depot.. 

The brothers were among the number, Jesse, being very weak, one 

of the guards pushed him down with his bayonet, at the same time 
telling him with an oath to "walk up." The poor fellow by his 
brother's aid arose and assured the unfeeling guards that he was 
sick and could go no faster, ‘hey were put into a stock car and the 
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door bolted, As the train speeded away they watched the large 
city until it disappeared. They were going they knew not where; 
rivers, woodlands and villages passed before them as they listlessly 
gazed through the cracks of their rude apartment. Their thoughts 
were not on what they saw, but naturally reverted to their homes 
in the dear sunny South, Having reached Springfield, Illinois, 
they were taken immediately to Camp Butler prison, about five 
miles distant. The prison was crowded with Confederate soldiers, 
and the young men hoped to join their companions from whom they 
were separarated at Cairo~they were sent to barracks number ten, 
When they entered the barracks they were scrutinized very closely 
by the inmates and several slightly remarks passed among them con~- 
cerning the newcomers, while to the disappointment of the young 
men they did not see a man that they knew, nor one that seemed to 
receive them with kindness. If the reader can imagine the feelings 
of those who are at the mercy of the unmerciful when nearly if 

not all hope of ever seeing those who are dear to them is one, he 
may with some accuracy picture the feelings of these young men. 
Barrack number ten was about seventy feet long and ten feet wide; 
it was the home of over one hundred men and there was but one 
stove with a limited amount of fuel to keep them warm; bunks 

were attached to the wall, one above another on the side of the 
pbuilding. On one of these laid Jim a few days after their arrival 
whose health had finally yielded to hardships. There was no one 
to attend to his wants but Jesse, who was scarcely able to walk; 
sick and friendless they were kicked and cuffed about even by the 
‘prisoners. One night when everything was quiet without and the 
inmates were asleep Jim slipped to the door of the barrack, 
carefully raised the latch and peeped out; no sooner was the door 
ajar than a guard drove a bayonet at him with a11 his might, 
missing his aim he drove it through the shutter which knocked Jim 
sprawling on the floor as the Yankee drew the bayonet back it 

took the door with it and the latch clicked into its place, leaving 
Jim half senseless about the middle of the room. 


The exchange of open air for a crowded and polluted prison, 
enabled them to fully realize their condition. The scarcity of 
food, the want of clothing, together with the severity of the 
weather effected a release for many of their number by being 
sent to their long homes. These wants of the common conrforts of 
life rendered prison life very disagreeable, which caused a growing 
hatred of the place that resulted in many attempts to escape. The 
The first plot was an agreement between the inmates of barracks 
number ten to cut a tunnel from the barracks beyond the prison 
wall, Accordingly a cellar was dug under the barrack floor from 
which to start the tunnel and in which to conceal the dirt. The 
eagerness with which they looked forward to an escape rendered 
the labor a pleasure; so the tunnel was extended rapidly. Only 
two could work at once. A box was made in the shape of a shuttle, 
with a cord attached at each end, with which one at the entrance 
would drawout and empty the dirt, while the other would dig and 
fill it. When one became tired another would be eager to take 
his place. 
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"Do you think we will be successful in our attempt to escape 
from this awful place?" asked Jim of his brother Jesse, as they 
sat down to rest after working an hour in the tunnel, "It is our 
only source of hope at present, but I am afraid we will be betrayed, 
for the secret is too widely known," replied Jesse, The brothers 
had no time to extend their conversation further, for at that 
moment the bugle sounded the nine o'clock signal, which hushed the 
din of that great army into perfect silence. If any lights chanced 
to be burning at that hour the guards would exclaim, "Lights outi" 
three times in quick succession, and if they were not extinguished 
in the meantime they would shoot into the barracks. The tunnel was 
thought to be extended (evidently words missing. jww) the prison 
that it was necessary to go ourside to get it, One guard was 
allowed to take three prisoners for water. Their plan of escape 
was to get a suit of Yankee uniform and 4 gun, dress and arm a 
prisoner and have him guard them out for water, After this the 
little room was a place of constant planning for the brothers. A 
place was prepared under the floor in which to hide the necessary 
articles, were they fortunate enough to secure them, 

Ginger bread passed as a legal tender among the prisoners, 
who were always hungry enough to exchange almost anything in their 
possession for a small piece of it. The brothers by dividing 
their scanty rations saved some of this article for traffic. 
They also made some money by making rings and trinkets of gutta 
percha and shells, some of which showed marks of skill, though 
executed with a pocket knife. Jesse traded for a Yankee suit, and 
Jim swapped for a watch with a compass attachment. And in 4 
short time they might have been found safely concealed under their 
shanty floor, not only the Yankee uniform but also a waterproof 
coat for each, a pair of scissors, a razor, candles and matches, 
an axe minus the handle, and a long wagon whip. Learning that 
there was a map of the United States in a picture gallery near by 
they pretended to want pictures and were guarded to the gallery. 
While there they traced out the exact direction home, Now all the 
necessary equipage was secured except the gun. It seemed that 
every attempt to get this was fruitless. Days grew into weeks, 
yet the object of their search was not obtained, In the meantime, 
Jesse could have been seen climbing up amid the thick foliage of 
a tall hickory tree which stood in the center of the prison, view- 
ing the outside surroundings with reference to an anticipated 
escape, They were often seen walking briskly back and”“forth by 
barrack number ten, but it was not once suspected that they were 
preparing themselves for a long journey. At length they found an 
old gun barrel which had long been converted into a poker, Hav- 
ing @ barrel to begin with they went immediately into the gun 
business. They rubbed the outside of the old barrel until it 
was perfectly bright. Then with their pocket knives they made the 
stock and lock both of wood. The lock they colored with a lead 
pencil to make it look like iron, The result was a gun with 


which @ gunsmith might have found fault, on account of the work, 
material and dirt in the barrel, but not an unsuspecting Yankee. 
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Now the plan of escape was ready for the test, and without 
delay was put into execution, On the second of July might have 
been seen, in the small room previously described, two other 
young men with the brothers. They talked so low that their 
conversation was not heard by those who passed to and fro. The 
wonted din of prison life sounded in their ears unheeded. . The 
' earnestness with which they conversed might have betrayed them had 
the guards been on the alert, The strangers who were in the group 
were from Alabama; their names were Buffalo and Nuby. The : 
brothers had known them before the war and while in prison had re- 
newed the acquaintance, Those who have met friends in a foreign 
land when surrounded by strangers and enemies, can alone imagine 
the feelings of those four young men when they recognized each 
other, The brothers had decided to reveal their plan to Buffalo 
and Nuby, and to offer them the advantage of it, as it required 
four to carry out the project perfectly, "The very thing!" exclaim- 
ed Buffalo, when he had heard the scheme. "A capital ideai" he 
continued aloud, until Jim told him to speak low. "Buffalo," 
said Jesse, "you are the very fellow to act Yankee for us; I 
think you would look just like a black Dutch." "I will play that 
part of the game, you may depend," replied Buffalo rather boast- 
fully, who did resemble a down-Easter in every respect except 
his worn out Confederate uniform. Buffalo was considered brave, 
but his daring was not always restrained by his petter judgment; 
at least it was his nature or custom to rush into a measure 
without any premeditation of the danger or result. Nuby, who was 
of the opposite extreme, remained silent during the above conver- 
- gation, his face alternately turning red and white as he compared 
the danger of escape with the expected goal. "Boys," sighed 
Nuby, in a tremulous tone, "I'd like to get home as well as any 
of you, but I am afraid," emphasizing the last words, with an 
ague~like shake, After considerable, encouragement, however, he 
agreed to go with them, and 8 o'clock the next morning was fixed 
for the attempt. 

The third of July dawned bright and beautiful, the air was 
refreshing and the summer sky was without a cloud; the sun 
seemed .to peep over the prison walls with unaccustomed brightness, . 
At 7? otelock the roll was called as usual, and these four young 
men answered promptly sto 7their names’ the last time in Camp. Butler 
Prison. After roll call they hastened to a.tent. near the inside 
guard line in front of the main entrance where, by permission 
the day before they had concealed the equipage, which was taken 
from the repository under their rude apartment. In a few 
minutes Buffalo was rigged from top to toe in the Yankee uniform 
and the gun barrel with its appendages in his hands. The brothers 
put on their rubber coats under their brown jeans to conceal 
them, and the other articles previously mentioned, with three 
days rations were deposited in their clothing. Im less time 
than it takes to relate it, they were all in readiness. "The 
time will be here in ten minutes," said Jim, as he looked at his 
watch; and a silence followed which left each one to his reflect~ 
ions. During this time Nuby shook like a leaf in the autum 
wind. "The time is up," said Jim, ten minutes later, and Buffalo, 
who had never been known to falter, turned pale at these words and 
looked as though he would faint. "YOu must come out of that, Buf- 
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falo," said Jesse, in a low but resolute tone. "Let us wait a few 
moments, however, and it will be 811 right," he continued, They 
afterward acknowledged that they never experienced a more trying 
time. "I am ready now," said Buffalo, after a few minutes. 

Jesse, who was watching the guard through a hole in the tent, said, 
"Now is your time to cross the guard line." In an instant Buffalo 
was across the guard line, and came walking up as if from the out- 
side, The other three, with buckets on their arms and canteens 

on their shoulders, passed around on the other side of the tent 
and stopped at. the guard line as was the custom of water carriers. 
to wait for a special guard. "You a_d Johnny Rebs who want water 
fall right in here before me," shouted Buffalo, in a saucy and 
insolent manner, as he walked up before them with his capbrim 
turned up. Immediately the other young men walked off in perfect 
obedience, and Buffalo brought up the rear with a volley of oaths, 
for the fluent use of which he seemed to have a peculiar facility. 
Thus they went across the first line, out the entrance and by the .. 
second, elbowing.their way through the Yankees, without exciting 
the least suspicion. The report of the anticipated escape spread — 
like wild fire among the prisoners and many were peeping out from . 
behind the barracks and tents with breathless interest, expecting 
every minute to see them detected. But to the surppise of the 
prisoners they passed out of sight, The next day something like 
the following appeared in the Springfield daily papers: "Notice- 
A.J. Buffalo, Jas. Nuby, J.L. and J.M, Stewart were absent at 

roll call this morning. These prisoners have made their escape _ 
somehow since yesterday morning, and any person giving information |. 
concerning them will be liberally rewarded. Camp Butler Prison, 
Elis; duly Bbn,- 1862."

HISTORY OF THE CHURCH OF HEBRON 
Under the care of Tennessee Presbytery of the Cumberland Presby- 
terian Church, 


In the spring of 1829 the Rev. Cumberland Wilson commenced preach- 
ing in the neighbourhood and continued his labours through the 
summer fall and.winter, during which time several persons made pro- 
fession of religion. The following spring the Rev. Samuel MM... 
Cowan held a two days meeting, at which time the church was organ~ 
ized composed of 6 members and one Elder. 


The Rev. Wilson continued to preach for the Church until death 
removed him from his labours in 1833 during which time fourteen 
were added to the Church. 


In the fall of 1833 a petition was presented to Presbytery. for the 
labours of the Rev. W.N.R. Gracy for six months, which was granted. 
At a meeting held by Mr. Gracy and Mr. Gilbert a Baptist minister 
on the 17th and 18th of May 1834 at which meeting nine persons 
were added to the church and at a meeting in October of the same 
year six more were added to church, At a meeting held in May 1835 
accessions nine. This meeting closed the labours of Mr. Gracy to 
the congregation, At this meeting the Rev. John Bell took charge 
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of the church, 


The fall following a piece of land was secured by the church, and 
an encampment erected thereon and held a campmeeting commencing 
the Thursday before the third Sabbath in October 1835 and closed 
the Tuesday morning following at which several made profession of 
religion. Some short time previous to this meeting Mr, Jacob 
Shook and William McKenzie were chosen and ordained reling elders 
in the Church, but death soon re oved the former from the Church 
pelow to join the Church above, and the latter removed out of the 
pounds of the society and left the Church to mourn their loss.

Know all Men by these presents - that I Henry Moores of Lincoln 
County, Tennessee, Gentlemen for and in consideration of One dollar 
to me in hand paid, and for the love I have to the cause of Christ, 
my Redeemer, and for the promotion of peace and undefiled Reli- 
gion among the Children of Men - have this day given, granted, 
sold and conveyed and do by these presents give, grant, bargain 
sell and convey unto Kenneth McKenzie - Henry Moores and James 
B, Hudson the Elders of the Hebron Church of Cumberland Presby- 
terians on the West bank of Norris Creek in Said county, their 
associates and successors in office forever - for the use and bene- 
Fit of said Church for a meeting house for the worship of Almighty 
God - the promotion ad extension of Christianity - among that and 
other denominations of those who love the Lord Jesus Christ and 
seek the welfare of Zion - all that tract or parcel of land 
situate lying and being in Lincoln County on the waters of the 
West branch of Norris Creek - butted and bounded as follows -- 
Beginning at the creek on the north boundary line of Presley Doi- 
lins' four hundred acre tract- In Witness Whereof I hereunto set 
my hand in said County of Lincoln and affixed my geal this llth 
day of July 1835. (signed) Henry Moores 
Signed, sealed & delivered in the presence of Reubin Washburn 
William H. Moores 


State of Tennessee, Lincoln County 

Personally appeared before me George W. Jones, Clerk of the County 
Court of said Lincoln County, Reubin Washburn & William H. Moores 
subscribing witnesses to the within deed who being first duly 
sworn depose and say they are personally acquainted with Henry 
Moores now deceased & that he acknowledged the same in their pre- 
sence to be his set deed upon the day it bears date. Witness

Nothing very special transpired during the winter of 1835 and 
summer of 1836, The cause of God seemed gradually to gain strength 
and influence until the fall of 1836 when a campmeeting was held 

by Rev Bell and several other ministers at which time or meeting 
there was a gracious outpouring of the spirit of God and thirty 
made profession of religion and several joined the Church. 
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- Pimes continued favorable to the cause of religion until September 


of 1837 when the Tennessee Presbytery met at the camp ground and 
held its session in connexion with a campmeeting at the same 
place, when and where a gracious season of the outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit was enjoyed and about one hundred made profession of 
faith in Christ, and fifteen connected themselves with the Church, 


The tide of divine influence seemed to run through the neighbour- 
hood and a pleasant state of things continued until October 1838 
when another campmeeting was held. 16 added to the Church, 


At a sacremental meeting in April of the same year (18387) 2 
added to Church, (Several other meétings mentioned but no names.) 


The Rev. Mr. Bell continued to preach to the congregation until he 
was removed by death in 1842, From the Church below to join the 
Church above and left the Church to mourn théir loss. Bub our 
loss is his eyernal gain and we can further say that Brother Bell 
was a good father, an affectionate husband and a faithful minister 
and no doubt he has prepared to enter into that rest which remains 
for the people of God. 


The Session convened on the 16th day of July 1842, Appointed 
Brother Kenneth McKenzie to attend Presbytery and Jamees Renfro 
his alternate, . 


In October 1842 there were two accessions to the Church at which 
meeting the Rev. Gibson took charge of the congregation. 


The Session convened on the 8th day of January 1843. Appointed 
Brother James M. Bell to attend Presbytery and Brother James 
Renfro his alternate, 


The campmeeting was held by Brother Gibson and Brother Elliot 

and several other ministers embracing the fourth Sabbath in Sept- 
ember 1843, at which meeting there was 4 gracious outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit of God, Christians were made to rejoice and about 60 
persons made profession of faith in Christ and 21 were added 

to the Church, 


Approved by Presbytery Sep. 29, 1843 


‘The Session of the Mount Hebron Congregation convened on the first 
day of June 1844, Appointed Kenneth McKenzie and James B. Hudson 
to talk with John A. Dollins and Thomas Dollins who came and con- 
versed with the Session on the 6th day of July 1844 and satisfied 
the session concerning said report. A.G. Gibson, Moderator - 
James B, Hudson, Clerk of the Session 


The Session met on the 15th day of September 1844 and appointed 
Kenneth McKenzie to attend the next Presbytery and James M. Bell 
his alternate, The campméeting was held by the Rev. Mr. Gibson 
and several other ministers. Then Mr. Mitchell took charge of the 
church, re : 4 

A.G. Gibson, Moderator -- James B. Hudson, Clerk. 


The Session of The Mount Hebron congregation met on the first day 
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of February 1845. Members present: D.S. Mitchell, Minister - 
Kenneth McKenzie, James M, Bell and James B. Hudson, Elders - 
Apsent James Renfrow and W.H. Moores The Session appointed Bro- 
ther Hudson to attend Presbytery and Brother McKenzie his alternate,

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the death of Mr. James Bright, the venerable citizen and honest 
man, who expired at his residence near this place, on Friday morn- 
ing last, at 2 o'clock, Always retiring in his manners, and ever 
honest, unselfish and unswerving in what he deemed to be right, 
his death has produced a void that .cannot be filled. A better 


man never lived in Lincoln county, and this community gave evidence 


of its appreciation of that fact by closing a11 business houses 


during the funeral, the tolling of pells, and the filling of the 
church to listen to the services, which were appropriately con- 
ducted by Revs. A.S. Sloan and M.W. Gray. 

The following proceedings, resolutions and biographical 
sketch embody all of the information that we have been able to 
gather : 

Meeting of Citizens of Fayetteville on the occasion of the 

death of James Bright, Sr. 


A portion of the citizens of Fayetteville met at the court- 
house on Friday, the 24th of February, 1o71 » 

On the motion of James B. Lamb, Hon. George W. Jones was 
called to the Chair, and J.W. Newman and N.O. Wallace appointed 
Secretaries of the meeting 

On taking the chair, the Chairman announced that the object 
of the meeting was to afford the people an opportunity of paying 
suitable tribute to the memory of our late venerable fellow-citi- 
zen, James Bright, who had departed this life on the morning of 
the 24th instant, at 2 o'clock. 

Col. J.D. Tiliman moved that the Chair appoint a committee 
of seven to prepare a biographical sketch and appropriate resol- 
tuions in regard to the deceased, which motion was adopted. 

The Chairman thereupon appointed as the Committee, the follow- 
ing named gentlemen: - Col. James D. Tillman, W.F. Kercheval , 
H.C, Cowan, D.W, Holman, S.M. McElroy, W. Mooney and J.H. Burnam, 

On motion of W.F. Kercheval, the meeting then adjourned until 
the morning of the 25th instant, in order to give the Committee 
time to report. 


' Saturday Morning, Feb. 25th 


The meeting was called to order at 9 ofclock pursuant to ad-= 
journment, by Hon, Geo, W. Jones. 

Col. James D. Tillman from the Committee on Resolutions, sub- 
mitted the following biographical sketch and resolutions: 

WHEREAS, We have heard with emotions of sorrow, of the death of 
Mr, James Bright, we deem it proper to give some expression of 
our appreciation of his life and character, 

Mr, Bright died at his residence about one mile from Fayette- 
ville, at two o'clock on Friday morning. February 24th, 1871, aged 
eighty-eight years, eight months and eight days. Mr. Bright was 
born in the New River country, Botetourt county, State of Virginia, 
on the 16th day of June, 1782. At about the age of ten years, his 
father removed to Garrard county, State of Kentucky, where. the 
subject of this notice received 4 good English education, inelud- 
ing theoretical and practical Surveying. Arriving at the age of 
manhood, Mr, Bright removed to Nashville, Tennessee, and in the 
year 1806 he first visited 
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Elk River country, now Lincoln county, as a deputy Surveyor, under 
Ceneral Jom Coffee, At that time the country was 4 wilderness, 
possessed only by savage Indians and wild beasts of the forest 
(of which there were great numbers.) The Indians nad removed 
further South, but still used this as hunting grounds, A year or 
two later Mr, Bright permanently located in this county, and soon 
thereafter married Nancy, daughter of Capt. Johm Morgan, one of 
the pioneer settlers. By this marriage there were ten children, 
five daughters and five sons; three of the former and two of 

the latter, and also the wife and mother, have preceded the hus- 
pand and father to the grave. In 1810 the county of Lincoln was 
organized under an act of the General Assembly passed in 4809. 
During the same session an act was passed to establish the Cir- 
cuit Court system in Tennessee, in place and stead of the old 
District Court system. The first Circuit Court for Lincoln 
county was held by Hon, Thomas Stuart, Judge, in 1810, at which 
James Bright was, by the Court, appointed Clerk, and held that 
office continuously until 1836. In 1838, upon the death of Mr. 
Davis Eastland, Mr. Bright was appointed Clerk and Master of the 
Chancery Court at Fayetteville, by Chancellor Lunsford M, Bram~ 
lett, which office he held for one term of six years. He was 
once or twice appointed by the Governor of the State, to run and 
mark the boundary line between the State of Tennessee and the 
States of Georgia and Alabama. At another time he was appointed 
by the President of the United States, to locate and value the 
reservations in the Creek Nation under the treaty with that tribe 
of Indians. Subsequently he was appointed by the Federal Court 
for the Middle District of Tennessee, one of three Commissioners, 
to estimate the value of the interest of Polly Wetherid, in a 
large portion of the town of Columbia. Of a remarkable memory, 
he wag @ living record of the land lines and titles of the 
country. He was born in the same year, which gave pirth to Daniel 
Webster, Thomas H. Benton, Martin Van Buren, John C, Calhoun, — 
Lewis Cass and Jom Branch, each of whom held higher and more 
conspicuous positions and filled @ more extended place in the 
public mind; not one of them was more eminent for the rectitude 
of his life or discharged more faithfully the duties, private 

and public, which were devolved upon him. in each and every one 
of the important, public positions. held by Mr. Bright, he dis- 
charged his duties, however varied and responsible, with fidelity, 
to the satisfaction of the public and those interested, as well 
as with honor to himself. In all the relations in which he was 
placed, of private citizen and public officer, his acts and con- 
duct were ever those of the high-minded, honest, honorable, up- 
right, pure and incorruptible man, that he was,--His moral 
character was without blemish. As a husband he was affectionate 
and kind. As a father he was loving and indulgent. As 4 
neighbor all who knew him will bear testimony of the kindhearted 
cheerfulness with which he was ever ready to iend a helping 

hand. He lived loved and respected--he died deeply regretted...

During the Civil War, the Union forces camped on @ hiljl in 
Bugger Hollow. Below the hill lived the widow, Rebecca Wells 
Locker. She treated the northerners in a Christian way and they 
were really nice to her. Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Walker own the 
farm where she lived, 

On Mt. Misery, the Northerners came and took all of the cattle 
and hogs, but one cow came back with four bullet holes in her. 
They later used the cow for a horse and made crops with her. 

The enemy had gotten word that Francis Marion Ventress was help-

ing a Confederate Spy. They bent Ventress! gun around the walnut 
tree and told him to go shoot it around the round hill of Mt.
